Of What They Are Made—Giant Bear's 
Bristles—Delicate lair for the Use of 

' American Titians. 
A brush dealer says: ‘Practically none 


of the finer brushes, whether they be 
large or small, are made from domestic 


bristles, Nearly all the bristles come 


from Germany or Russia, the Russian be- 
ing the more preferable, as the hogs from 
which they are taken run wild in north- 
ern R and Siberia, and are larger 
and er than those of the domestic an- 
imal. 

ry ral att upts have been made to 
utilize ther tles from native hogs. but 
without succ s. Itis the universal law 
of nature, a ong the lower animals at 
least, that reful breeding tends: to 
shorten the ,.owth of the hair or brie 
tles. 

I have soen bristles from the Russian 
wild. boar measure nearly a foot long, 
and of great strength. These bristies are 
used for ern kalsomine and 
whitewash brushes and others of the 
coarsest description. 

„But here is one of the smallest size,” 
he continued,.and took from a case a del- 
icateand tiny brush about the size of « 
needle. “This is used in the. finest class 
of art work and, together with brushes of 
a slightly coarser nature, is made from 
the hair of the sable. camel or badger. 

“The bristies always come to us in 
bulk and are first thoroughly cleaned. 
After the cleansing process bas been fin- 
ished they are carefully dried and sorted, 
size for size, and are trimmed to the re- 
quired length. They are then attacned 
to the handles and aic ready for immedi- 
ate use.

Tae kind of prosperity that 
financial theories 
promise, the Evening Post says. 
can be judged by the experience 
of the time that they had control 
of the government. 

The four years of Buchanan's 
were typically 
Democratic. It was a time of 
profound peace. The only cloud 
on the country was the anti- 
slavery agitation, but even the 
most farseeing believed that the 
threat of war it contained was yet 
a generation away. 

Yet, in these four years of-peace, 
with an area of land opened to 
settlement never equaled before 


or since, a population rapidly in- 


creasing and capital seeking em- 
ployment, the national debt in- 
creased from $31,972,527 to 864, 
842.287. The country shared in 
the distress of the government. 
Mills closed up, laborers found 
employment with difficulty, and 
wages were far lower than have 
been known since. 

In 1858 the Buchanan govern- 
ment had to berrow $23,717,300; 
in 1859 it had to borrow $28,287,-

THE OUTHWAITE BILL. 


How it Prepeses te Secure the 
Pacifie Reads’ Debt. 


WASHINGTON, August 1.-—-Sena- 
tor Frye, from the select committee 
appoiuted to investigate Pacific 


the bill reported in the House for 
the adjustment of the Pacific rail- 
roads indebtedness, known as the 
Outhwaite bill. Mr. Frve said, in 
making the report, that there was 
no difficulty in investigating the 
Union Pacific and central branch 
thereof; but it was not so with the 
Central Pacific, which they had not 
yet reported on. They found the 
present amount of those debts to 
be nearly $94,000,000, and on which 
about $15,000,000 interest had beeu 
paid at five per cent. per annum 
on their receipts. The subject had 


been referred to certain insurance 


actuaries and on their report Mr 
Frye said, the committee might 
offer an amendment to this bill, in- 
cluding the Central Pacific road in 
its provisions. The report is signed 
by every member of the committee. 
Accompanying the report were 
numerous memorials from Boards 
of Trade iu the west asking for the 
passage of this bill. 

The report cites the history of 
the financial operations of the road 
in its dealings with the Govern- 
ment and says the bill seems to be 


a very satisfactory settlement of 
the debt due from the Union 
Pacific and the central branches of 
the Union Pacifioto the Govern- 
ment. The report says: It fixes 
the amonut of money which, if out 
at interest on July 1, 1888, at three 
per cent. per annum, the simple in- 
terest would be equal to the entire 
sum due from the corporations 
when the debt matures. After 
making proper allowances for the 
payments already made, it takes 
the Sinking fund in part payment 
of thissum and makes the com- 
auies give their bonds for the 
alance, ring interest at the rate 
of three per cent., payable semi- 
annually, and requires them to pay 
a portion of these bonds every six 
months, so that at the end of fifty 
yours the entire debt will be paid. 
t requires the companies to give 
contract mortgages upon all their 
property of every kind to secure 
these bonds, and makes proper 
rovisions for. a foreclosure, while 
t permite the companies to take 
up and pay the whole or only part 
of the bonds at any time, if their 
financial condition makes it possi- 
ble for them to do so. Without 
fully analyzing all its provisi--ns in 
this report, your committee thinks 
that the bill fully protects the in- 
terest of the United States. If 
this sentiment is adopted the fol- 
lowing advantages are secured:

when I have been telling this experience 
of mine, I could detect certain indications 
that some of my hearers were of that

I had run over to Paris, had spent a 
couple of weeks in that bright city, and | 
was on my way home again.

‘Yes, lam an un- 
dertaker. I have had a good deal of ex- 
perience, and I have had my share, I 
think, of remarkable adventures. I 
never take this ride from Dovef to Lon- 
don without a very painful reeollection of 
one such. 

We bad stell nearly a half-hour’s ride 
before us, and his manner, as much as his 
words, roused my interest. 

“Do you care to tell it?” I asked. 

A quick, involuntary shudder gave to 
his voice a slight tremor, as he answ 
“I wish I could keep from thinking of it, 
but I might as well tell it as to sit here 
quaking in silence over the awful memory

What is called green mint“ in har- 
rooms is a concection of alcohol and sug- 
ar with a little essence of peppermint in it

i imitation is colored with aniline 
ye. 

It is the most harmful of all foreign 
cordials if it ts not genuine, and the least 
admirable if it is properly made. The 
other cordials are well understood. 

Maraschino is made from a plant that 
grows in Cyprus. Zara is the great mar- 
ket place for it. It is distilled and em- 
bodied in a syrup of alcohol and sugar. 

Vermouth is a very cheap white wine 
worth only five or six cepts a quart where 
it is made. Itissweetened aud flavored 
with the-essence of several harmless aro- 
matic plants. That is the Italian. The 
French wine used as a basis for the ver- 
mouth of that country is a litt le better 
equal, in fact to the lowest grade of 
Sauterue. 

Kummel is not tinctured with anice 
seed, though it tastesas if it were. Its 
taste comes from the distilled essence o:? 
the seeds of a plant of that name. These 
sceds are as hard as stone. : 

Anisette is what its name implies. 
Kirschwasser is flavored with the prox.- 
uct of squeezed cherries, pulp, skins, pits, 
and all. Cwartrenuse gets its favor from 
twenty plants, all tonic or aromatic. 

The basis of all these cordials is spirits 
ond sugar, only excepting vermontb, aud
